The dis- 
covery of ‘Baylies’ was due to the activ- 
ity of ‘Torrens, who’ did not want ‘to 
pay alimony to another man's wife. 
First: he. learned that Baylies used ‘to 
live near, Baltimore, and he addressed a 
registered. letter to him, which was re- 
turned with the information ,that. the 
letter had been forwarded to Baylies at 
216 West, Sixteenth Street, but that he 
was not found at that address. Torrens 
finally ztaced Baylies to 210. West Twen- 

ty-first -Street,- where h promptly 
agreed to make an affidav . to the 
matrimonial situation of Mrs. Torrens.
